Mayor Asserts He

‘Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
said today he would not veto an 
“equitable” bill to provide de- 
pendency exemptions from the 
city earnings tax. 

The Mayor-emphasized that 
his approval of such legislation 
would be contingent on an as- 
surance that the city’s financial 


condition would not be jeopard- 
ized. 

It is expected that the full 1 
per cent earnings levy, author- 
ized by voters in a special elec- 
tion last Tuesday, will produce 
a surplus of about $5,000,000 at 
the end of the fiscal year start- 
ing next April. 

As a result, some form of tax 
reduction could be made, city 
officials have said. 

The St. Louis Labor Council 
has been the principal exponent 
of dependency exemptions. The 
organization indorsed the earn- 
ings tax proposal before the elec- 
tion and urged that the Board 
of Aldermen provide exemptions. 


Voicing No Preference. 

“| would not veto an equitable 
exemption bill or any other leg- 
islation to reduce taxes” in the 
event of a surplus, the mayor 
told the Post-Dispatch. 

He added that he was “ex- 
pressing no preference” as to 
the specific nature of tax reduc- 
tion legislation at this time. 

Other possible avenues of tax 
relief reductions are in the gas- 
oline levy, the property tax and 
the merchants and manufac- 
turers tax. 

Meanwhile, a group of St.

mulating plans to boycott city 
merchants in protest against the 
earnings tax, which is levied not 
only on city residents but ‘also 
on county and East Side resi- 
dents working in the city. 

William Garrett, 207 East Lo- 
retta avenue, Lemay, said ‘‘thou- 
sands” of pamphlets will be 
printed urging those living in 
the county not to patronize 
stores in the city. 

Hundreds Show Interest. 

Garrett said the group is being 
organized by eight persons. 
*‘Several hundred” persons have 
already indicated an interest in 
supporting the movement, he 
added. An organizational meet- 
ing will be held in 10 or 14 
days, he said. 

Garrett said it is hoped that 
the boycott ‘‘will indicate to St. 
Louis and its people that our 
rights and wishes are not to be 
ignored in financial matters con- 
cerning us.” He said the organ- 
ization’s slogan will be: “We 
have just begun to fight.”’ 

One approach suggested for 
using up the expected surplus 
from the earnings tax would be 
to combine dependency exemp- 
tions with reductions in other 
taxes. 

Under this proposal, each 
wage earner would be given a 
$200 exemption for each de- 
pendent, the city gasoline tax 
would be cut by one-half cent 
and the property tax reduced by 
7 cents per $100 valuation. 

Labor Council officials have 
estimated that the $200 exemp- 
tion would reduce the anticipat- 
ed surplus by $2,500,000. The 
reductions in the gasoline and 
property tax would account for 
the remaining $2,500,000. 

In a_ television appearance 
Saturday night, the mayor ac- 
knowledged that these sugges- 
tions could be used to reduce the 
surplus.

WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP) 
—The Government today an- 
nounced that its deficit for fiscal 
1958, which ended June 30, was 
$12,541,000,000. This is a peace- 
time record. 

Secretary of the Treasury 
Robert B. Anderson and Budget 
Director Maurice H. Stans said 
that preliminary totals at the 
fiscal year-end showed receipts 
of -$68, 158,000,000 and expendi- 
tures of $80,699,000,000. 

Income, as it turned out, was 
$158,000,000 “greater than had 
been foreseen by President Eis- 
enhower six months ago, and 
— were $172,000,000 


Both figures were far off the 
original budget estimates sub- 
mitted to Congress in January 
1958. At that time a half-billion | 
dollar surplus was foreseen, | 
with expenditures at $73,900,000,- | 
000 and receipts’ at $74,400,-— 
000,000. | 
The recession of 1957-58 cut | 
deeply into personal income and | 
corporation tax collections, while 
government outlays rose, partly

The recovery from the reces- 
sion improved federal revenues. 
Corporation taxes were $4442.,- 
000,000 dollars higher than had 
been judged six months ago, 
and excise taxes and other re- 
ceipts were $39,000,000 higher. 
Individual income taxes were 
$70,000,000 lower, however, after 
the Treasury had made refunds 
of bverpayments.

The St. Louis Zoo’s giraffe 
population - was doubled today 
with the arrival of two more of 


the long-necked animals. 


The giraffes, known scientific- 
ally as camelopards, were trans- 
ferred in crates from a special 
trailer carrier to their new home 
with a high lift—an operation re- | 
quiring about one and one-half 
hours. 


Director George P. Vierheller 
said the procedure was followed 
so the animals would have a 
chance to look around and feel 
at home each step of the way. 
The two-year-old giraffes, born 
in or around Mombassa, East 
Africa, are 12 to 18 feet tall, 
depending on what attitude they 
assume. 

The new giraffes were placed 
in the old elephant training unit, 
which was converted for them. 
They are of a blotched species as 
contrasted with the Zoo’s other 
two giraffes, which have reticu- 
lated markings. The new arrivals 
will not be placed on exhibit to 
the public for at least 10 days, 
Vierheller said.

HAVANA, July 29 (AP) — 
Thousands of straw-hatted, ma- 
chete-carrying peasants are ar-

The farmers were spilling into

Capital Crowded. 

The visitors are being housed 
_in private homes and on cots in 
Government buildings and ware- 
houses. Havana’s normal pop- 
ulation is 1,200,000, and the city 
is crowded already. 

The first 5000—from Oriente 
province—marched up Havana’s 
famed Prado yesterday to a 
brass band. Many of them had 
never seen a large city and 
seemed awed by the capital’s 
traffic, luxurious hotels and 
sprawling business buildings.

BERLIN, July 20 (AP)—The 
fifteenth anniversary of an abor- 
tive attempt to assassinate Adolf 
Hitler was observed for the first 
time today by the new West 
Germany army.

For answers to these questions 
the New York Times has inter- 
viewed more than 50 American 
scientists who have visited the 
Soviet Union recently or have 
special knowledge of its research 
effort. Written reports by other 
visitors also have been exam- 
ined 

What emerges is a picture of 
science in the Soviet Union ad- 
vancing at a speed far greater 
than that in the United States. 
Broadly speaking, this country 
still seems to be ahead, but in 
the physical sciences the margin 
is small. 


EVEN WITHIN A GIVEN sci- 
ence comparisons are difficult, 
since the Russians concentrate 
on one detailed area, whereas 
the United States focuses on an- 
other. One scientist insisted that 
the analogy with a race was in- 
appropriate. If one country is 
working on Virus A and the 
other on Virus B, he said, how 
can you compare them? 

Neverthless, where the Rus- 
sians have used a “‘brute force” 
approach, they have tended to 
outstrip the United States. The 
most obvious example has been 
in their launching of the first 
earth satellites. 

The intensity of the effort in 
fields the Russians consider im- 
portant is reflected in a report 
to the Bulletin of Atomic Scien- 
tists by Dr. Robert E. Marshak, 
chairnian of the department of 
physics and astronomy at the 
University of Rochester. 

During his tour of Soviet nu- 
clear research laboratories, he 
said, he found “‘the same person- 
al dedication to the task at hand, 
the same emphasis on speed 
rather than cost, the same un- 
limited financial support for fa- 
cilities and equipment which we 
ourselves had known at Los Ala- 
mos during World War II.” 

The following divisions deal 
with the status of Soviet work 
in those physical sciences on 
which information is available: 

I. PHYSICS 

THE WORLD’S LARGEST op- 
erating atom smasher, develop- 
ing up to 10,000,000,000 electron 
volts, is at Dubna, near Moscow. 
It is a product of the twin forces 
that shape Soviet science—tra- 
dition and government policy. It 
is where these forces have 
worked in unison that the most 
spectacular Soviet advances have 
been achieved. 

The Soviet government has ob- 
viously decided that exploration 
of the heart of the atom merits 
heavy support. Hence the huge 
accelerator. In constructing one 
of its other recent accelerators 
the Soviet Union found it could 
save nine months by a modifica- 
tion that required 800 tons of 
copper. 

Such a move would have been 
rejected outright in economy- 
minded Western. countries, but 
the Russians did it. 

Dr. Marshak, who is returning 
this month for a second visit, 
believes that in spite of rapid 
development Soviet physics is 
generally not on par with that 
in the United States. His view is 
shared by Dr. Isidor I. Rabi, 
professor of physics at Columbia 
University, who visited Russia 
briefly in April. 

Others have noted that, while 
the Russians have the biggest 
accelerator, we have more of 
them. This makes possible a 
greater variety of experiments. 

. II CHEMISTRY 

EACH YEAR THE SOVIET 
UNION publishes about 2800 
pages of research in inorganic 
chemistry. It has been de- 
scribed, in an American analy- 
sis, as “rich in original work, 


.much of it of high quality.” The 


total output of the western 
world, according to the same 
study, is 800 pages 

Yet, in the field of biochem- 
istry, the Russians, in the words 
of one visitor, are ‘“‘very badly 
off.” 

By contrast, some estimate 
that the volume of United States 
research in biochemistry ex- 
ceeds that of all the rest of the 
world combined. 

In the Soviet family of sci- 
ences, biochemistry has been a 
poor cousin with comparatively 
meager funds. 

This is illustrated by the pauc- 
ity of ultracentrifugues in So- 
viet laboratories. Although ex- 


pensive, they are regarded as 
almost essential 
biochemists, there being about 
1000 in use in this co 

AMERICAN BIOCHEMISTS 
who have visited Russia have 
also felt that the rule of Soviet 
genetics by party dogma has 
discouraged talented young men 
from going into this field. 

Another handicap to chemical 
research has been a shortage of 
pure chemicals. 

One area in which Soviet chem- 
istry has fared well is the study 
of high polymers. These complex 
molecules play an important role 
in the manufacture of plastics 
and other synthetic materials. 
The field is one with obvidus eco- 
nomic significance, particularly 
in the present Soviet effort to 
produce consumer goods. 

According to Dr. Paul Doty, 
professor of chemistry at Har- 
vard, the Russians are not far 
behind the United States in this 
area. Dr. Doty, an authority on 
polymer chemistry, toured Soviet 
laboratories last year and gave 
a half dozen lectures there. 

III. MATHEMATICS 

MATHEMATICS IS A FIELD 
in which the Russians—a nation 
of chess players—have always 
been strong. Surprisingly it is 
also a field that has not been 
immune from political interfer- 
ence. 

These are, in effect, the con- 
clusions of a study of Soviet 
mathematics made recently by 
Prof. Warren B. Walsh, chair- 
man of the board of Russian 
studies at Syracuse University. 

He notes that the Soviet Union 
harbors “‘a strong group of prob- 
ablists” and is on a par with 
the United States in the field of 
“intuitionistic logic.” 

It was mathematical logic that 
was long suppressed by Marxist 
dogma. The subject was ap- 


parently regarded as incompat- |. 


ible with dialectical materialism 
and was not taught in the schools 
until 1947. Party policy then be- 
gan to relax and since 1953 
Soviet study of logic has re- 
bounded with great vigor. 

ONE OF THE FIRST mani- 
festations of this revival was 
the appearance of a paper by 
the Soviet logician, Andrei A. 
Markov, which, according to 
Prof. Walsh, for the first time 
proved unsolvable a problem 
that mathematicians had been 
trying for years to solve. 

On the basis of what they 
have shown to the world, the 
Russians seem far behind the 
United States in the develop- 
ment and use of computers. Dr. 
Wallace Eckert, director of the 
Watson scientific computing 
laboratory at Columbia Univer- 
sity, noted the scarcity of such 
devices on his recent Soviet 
visit. 

The Soviet Union is strong in 
areas of mathematics applicable 
to engineering. It is noteworthy 
that a number of mathematics 
books used in American univer- 
sities are translations of , Soviet 
works, whereas rarely is the re- 
verse true. 


IV. ASTRONOMY 

AT PULKOVO, on the out- 
skirts of Leningrad, is the larg- 
est observatory .in the world, in 
terms of manpower. Its staff is 
said to number more than 400, 
of whom 60 have advanced doc- 
toral degrees. Yet most of the 
seven American astronomers in- 
terviewed believe the United 
States still leads in the field. 

The Russians are said to be 
planning a 236-inch reflector 
telescope, to be completed in 
about 15 years. Comparison of 
present standings is difficult 
since the United States has con- 
centrated on optical observa- 
tions, whereas the Russians 
have emphasized theory, espe- 
cially in radio astronomy. 

The largest optical telescope 
in the Soviet Union is a 50-inch 
reflector in the Crimea, which 
was taken from Germany after 
World War Il. There are about 
a dozen larger reflectors else- 
where in the world, the biggest 
being the 200-inch telescope on 
Mount Palomar in California. 

One of the chief strengths of 
Soviet astronomy ‘is Viktor A. 
Ambartsumyan. His work on the 
spectra and evolution of stars 
has made him one of the out- 
standing scientists of our time.

In view of this background, it would take 
a certain unbending pride of opinion for any 
real friend of metropolitan reform to fight 
adoption of the district plan next November.

One is not re- 
quired to subordinate his own ideas to those 
of everybody who joins in that remarkable 
concensus for the district plan. But in view 
of this overwhelming weight of evidence, most 
sincere believers in civic progress will surely 
be inclined to say that even if they are not 
wholly convinced, they support the district 
plan because it is the one effective way of 
moving now toward the common goal of a 
better community. 

+ . * 

It is illusory, we think, to argue that metro- 
politan reform could be advanced by defeat- 
ing the district plan and starting all over 
again to try to develop some other plan, Let 
us face the fact that if this plan is beaten 
it will be years before the impetus for reform 
can be sparked again. Even if a new Board 
of Freeholders could be organized immediate- 
ly, what reason is there to believe it would 
come to any other conclusion than the Board 
which has just reported to the voters? The 
Freeholders adopted the district plan because 
it is the one that best reflects both the needs 
and the will of the community. Other free- 
holders would undoubtedly come to the same 
conclusion. 

Those who favor a more drastic reform 
such as merger ought to support the district 
plan. For whatever its shortcomings from 
their point of view, it ig a step forward. The 
district can, at any time. the community so 
decides, be expanded into outright merger or 
anything else. But the next steps and the 
next will never be taken unless St. Louis now 
takes the all-important first step. 

This is why November’s election is so im- 
portant, This is why the very best civic lead- 
ership of both city and county—political lead- 
ership, business leadership, labor leadership, 
downtown, neighborhood and county leader- 
ship—needs to be mustered for the district 
plan. No true fighter for St. Louis progress 
can fail to enlist in this cause. 


Invitation to Adm. Rickover 


Mr. Nixon has invited Adm. Hyman G. 
Rickover to join the Vice President’s party 
on the trip to the Soviet Union and there is 
one man who probably is even more pleased 
about this than the naval officer who de- 
signed the atomic submarine. That other 
man is Representative Yates of Illinois. 

Back in early 1953, soon after the installa- 
tion of the Eisenhower Administration, Rep- 
resentative Yates went to work to obtain a 
proniotion for then Capt. Rickover. A naval 
selection board had passed him over twice. 
As a result he faced automatic retirement at 
the age of 52, after 30 years of service. 

Representative Yates took the issue to the 
floor of the House. He called on the Senate 
Armed Services Committee to withhold con- 
firmation of naval promotions—six of them 
captains junior to Capt. Rickover—until it 
could be determined how his ‘retirement 
would affect completion of the first atomic 
submarine. He said that the loss of Rickover 
would be a “shameful loss of talent.”” Senator 
Anderson of New Mexico and the Joint Atomic 
Energy Committee strongly supported the 
Admiral. 

The promotion finally was ordered. And 
eventually to remove another slight, at the 
time of the Nautilus ceremony, Navy Secre- 
tary Gates described Adm. Rickover as “a 
man whose devotion and scientific skill so 
uniquely contributed to the creation of the 
ship which made the cruise.” Now the Ad- 
miral has the Vice President’s invitation to 
be with him when the Russians show off their 
nuclear-powered installations, 


Words to Make Anger Flare 


Ever sincé the frontiersman began. defend- 
ing his gentlemanly honor with a six-shooter, 
drawn jet-fast, certain epithets have evoked 
a standard response: “When you call me that, 
smile!” Since the authors of “westerns” did 
not claim literary liberties after the fashion of 
D. H. Lawrence, the hyper-stimulating words 
generally were spelled only with **** or 
——, But now that the “whodunit” writers 
have outdone the late Mr. Lawrence in their 
disdain for **** and ——, it seems that the 
words they freely put into readable type no 
longer are the ones which arouse indignation. 

At least this conclusion may be drawn from 
a poll of 5000 teen-agers across the country by 
Scholastic magazine. The young were asked 
what words most quickly stir them to anger, 
and they put at the top of the list “egghead.” 
A few others that rile them are “spendthrift” 
and “huckster” and “reactionary,” but “egg- 
head” beat out the runner-up three to one. 

Since it is a word over which a censor’s 
blue pencil will not hesitate, Mrs. Grundy

is not so much Communism as possible North 
American intervention which, it must be ad- 
mitted, is a bitter part of history. 

Yet the United States Government has 
retreated from the slightest indication of 
intervention. It has been patient under pro- 
vocative criticism by Castro. It has conceded 
the legitimacy of his revolutionary goals. And 
President Eisenhower has refused to support, 
and has even rejected, the charges against 
Castro recently invited by Senator Eastland 
of Mississippi and other members of his In- 
ternal Security subcommittee who seem to 
be trying to force the Chief Executive’s hand 
in the conduct of relations with Cuba. 

It is to President Eisenhower’s great credit 
that he has resisted the members of the inter- 
ventionist minority in Congress. But it is not 
to Fidel Castro’s credit, for he has played 
into their hands. 


Not a Proper Party Issue 


It is regrettable that the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee divided along party lines when it re- 
ported out the measure to establish a conser- 
vation corps to employ youths between the 
ages of 16 and 21. If the bill is a good one— 
and we believe it is—then there is no sound 
reason why all nine of the Demoerats (Hill, 
Murray, Kennedy, McNamara, Morse, Yarbor- 
ough, Clark, Randolph and Williams of New 
Jersey) should vote for it, but not one of the 
six Republicans (Goldwater, Cooper, Dirksen, 
Case of New Jersey, Javits and Prouty). The 
depression years CCC (Civilian Conservation 
Corps) conserved both human and physical 
resources and the country is the better for 
the young men it assisted and the parks it 
improved. A measure that would help some 
50,000 unemployed youths the first year, par- 
ticularly in depressed areas, is modest enough. 
It would help, says Senator Humphrey of 
Minnesota, to balance ‘‘the moral budget.” 


Afraid of the Phone? 


The telephone, perhaps the most useful as 
well as the most sociable of gadgets, some day 
may be shunned with the dread now reserved 
for secret police unless state and national 
law more: explicitly condemns wire-tapping. 
The shameful story of electronic espionage 
has been told again, this time before Senator 
Hennings’s constitutional rights subcommittee 
by Sam Dash, former Philadelphia district 
attorney. He conducted an investigation for 
the Pennsylvania Bar Association with a 
$50,000 grant from the Fund for the Repub- 
lic. While Dash did most of his work in the 
more heavily populated states, he describes 
a pattern that seems virtually nationwide. 

Many are inclined to condone wire-tapping 
as an aid‘to law enforcement, but Dash esti- 
mated that New York detectives make from 
13,000 to 16,000 wire-taps a year in addition 
to those sanctioned by the courts. Private 
investigators make many more, even though 
most of these are illegal. Not only have the 


‘wires of book-makers and unsavory charac- 


ters been tapped by blackmailers, but even 
the wires of the United States Supreme Court 
have been tapped, Dash said. 

Although modern devices make a physical 
tap unnecessary, few legislators have given 
a thought to prohibiting the abuse of these 
instruments: Missouri law penalizes tamper- 
ing with telegraph and telephone lines. It 
also forbids the disclosure of messages to any 
but those to whom they are addressed. Yet 
these general provisions could be strength- 
ened. So far, federal law only forbids’ the 
use of wiretap evidence in the courts. - This 
is hardly enough. The advance of eavesdrop- 
ping technology suggests that the legal safe- 
guards against it also need to be strengthened. 


Gain for D. C. Home Rule 
Believers in democracy for the District of 
Columbia have won one battle and lost an- 
other in the Senate. The battle they won was 
to allow residents of the national capital the 


right of electing their own mayor and city 


council and one non-voting delegate to the 
House of Representatives. They lost on ‘a 
bill that would have permitted the District’s 
voteless citizens to cast ballots in presidential 
elections. a, 

We would have preferred to see both bills 
pass, but if the Senate was to send only one 
to the House, it is better to have it the home 
rule measure. For the sooner the District 
of Columbia can have its own local administra- 
tion, chosen along the lines of the represen- 
tative government which we uphold to the 
world, the better. Also the more time Con- 
gress—now Washington’s Board of Aldermen 
—will have for its serious business. 

Even the modest home rule bill faces a 
tough time in the House. The five ranking 
Democrats on the House District of Columbia 
‘committee are from South Carolina, Missis- 
sippi, Virginia, Georgia and Louisiana. Nine 
of the 16 Democrats are from Southern or 
border states. But the seven non-Southern 
Democrats and the eight Republicans can get 
a bill out if they will join hands. Congress 
owes three-quarter million residents of the 
District of Columbia far better treatment.

What the Freeholders Proposed 


Multi-purpose City-County District Offered Voters to Solve Metropolitan Problems

The proposed St. Louis Metropolitan 
District plan, to be voted on in No- 
vember, follows closely the recom- 
mendations made by the Metropolitan 
St. Louis Survey. 

The organization of the district is 
modeled after the strong mayor- 
council form of government. Legis- 
lative authority is vested in a board 
of supervisors of 15 members, 11 
elected by districts (called boroughs) 
and four at large.

Public Opinion to avoid a strict

tomy, the area is 
divided in such a way that four of the 
boroughs are completely within the 
city, three in the county and four cross 
the boundaries of the two jurisdictions. 

The supervisors are to be elected on 
partisan tickets for staggered terms of 
four years. Their yearly salary will 
be $5000. The board annually will 
select one of its members to act as 
chairman. 

The chief executive of the district 
carries the title of president. He is 


' elected at large on a partisan ballot 


for a term of four years. His position 
entitles him to a seat on the board of 
supervisors but no voting privileges. 
He has the power of veto and: may ap- 
point and dismiss department heads 
without board approval. The plan fixes 
his salary at $1000 per month until the 
1961 election. After that time, the 
board of supervisors has authority to 
set his salary.

' trict power to: 


1.. Establish and control a metro- 
politan road system, including traffic 
regulation, construction and mainte- 
nance of arterial roads and streets, 
and regulation of operation of off- 
street parking facilities; 

2. Regulate mass transit facilities 

and if necessary acquire and operate 
such facilities; 
. 3. Prepare and adopt a comprehen- 
sive master plan of development for 
the area and require substantial com- 
pliance with its provisions by the mu- 
nicipalities and other local units; 

4. Take over the operations of the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Sewer District 
including the construction and mainte- 
nance of all public sewerage facilities

the recommended plan these bounda- 
ries would be enlarged to cover the 
entire city-county area); 

5. Promote economic development 
by acquiring and assembling indus- 
trial and commercial sites for lease 
or sale to business concerns; 

6. Assume responsibility for the or- 
ganization and operation of all civil 
defense facilities within the district; 

7. Establish and operate a central- 
ized police communications system, a 
uniform crime reporting system, a po- 
lice academy and a crime laboratory 
for the use of all police forces in the 
district. 

The plan may be amended to in- 
clude additional services when ap- 
proved by separate majorities in the 
city and county. 

An organization representing gov- 
ernmental, civic and business interesf$ 
has been formed to campaign for the 
proposed district. The group’s tem- 
porary chairman, A. J.. Cervantes, 
president. of the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen, has appointed an execu- 
tive committee of 15 prominent citi- 
zens to draft plans for the campaign. 

Neither Mayor Raymond R. Tucker 
of St. Louis nor County Superviser 
James H. J. McNary has announced 
any position on the proposal. The po- 
litical parties and civic, business and 
labor organizations are now studying 
the plan and their decisions should be 
made known soon. 

Now that the plan is before the peo- 
ple, the campaign committee faces 


_ the monumental task of arousing pub- 


lic interest and support in the few 
months before the election. . At this 
stage the battle appears to be an up- 
hill one, although no intelligent assess- 
ment of the plan’s prospects can be 
made until the support: and opposition 
have crystallized.

WEATHER RADAR 
FORALL AIRLINERS 


WASHINGTON, July 20 (AP) 
—The Federal Aviation Agency 
proposed today to require that 


would have «to be complete 
within six months of FAA issu- 
ance of new civil air regulations 
setting up the requirement.

In 1957, when the Rus- 
sians, at a scientific conference 
in Toronto, said they too were 
doing advanced work in this 
field, their claims were viewed 
with skepticism. 


Subsequently, American spe- 
cialists toured the Soviet Union 
and found that the Russians led 
the world in some aspects of ex- 
plosion seismology—both at sea 
and on land. 

DR. FRANK PRESS, head of 
the seismology laboratory at the 
California Institute of Tech- 
nology, saw the results of some 
of the Soviet work, 

“The crustal variation under 
the deep sea trench,” he re- 
ported, ‘‘was delineated with as 
much detail as I have seen any- 
where. Anyone familiar with 
this field of geophysics will be 
amazed at the level of the work 
of the Russians after only two 
years of endeavor.” 

On land, they lay out as many 
as 100 Geophones to record 
shock waves to a distance of 125 
miles from the explosion point. 
The Russians seem able to do 
this sort of work at longer 
ranges than American seismolo- 
gists. 

Seismology is emphasized, in 
part, because knowledge of 
earthquake patterns is important 
in constructing bridges, buildings 
and dams. 

There are almost 100 seismic 
stations in the Soviet Union, 
usually with enough of a staff 
so that one man is always on 
watch. Most of the stations are 
new and the equipment is up to 
date. 

There are few American sta- 
tions that measure up to those 
in the Soviet Union. They tend 
to be manned by one person 
on a part-time basis. The num- 
ber reporting regularly to the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey is 
29 or 30. 

Another area in which the 
Russians seem to lead is in 
studying deformation of the 
earth’s crust, using scale models. 
THE UNITED STATES LEADS 
in a number of areas, Commer- 
cial competition has produced 
seismic and gravity instruments 
for oil prospecting that are in- 
expensive and of high quality. 
American ingenuity often pro- 
duces new ideas first, but the 
Russians are quick to seize 
them. 

Late in 1957, Americans re- 
ported a new technique of 
crustal study based on a “‘phase 
velocity” method. By last sum- 
mer, the Russians had used it 
in a survey of the Caucasus. 

The Russians are emphasizing 
other areas of the earth sciences. 
Because such a vast portion of 
the Soviet Union lies within the 
Arctic, they tend to lead in 
polar meteorology and studies of 
ice and frozen ground. 

They operate more than 100 
scientific stations in the Arctic. 
In 1957 their planes placed 14 
automatic weather stations and 
11 radio beacons on drifting 
ice floes in the Arctic ocean. 
This appears to be an annual 
operation. The Russians. lead 
also in the study of the earth’s 
electrical currents and operate 
the world’s only non-magnetic 
ship. 

The 300 scientists working at 
the Institute of Physics of the 
Earth in Moscow are said to 
exceed, by a considerable mar- 


icans engaged in all aspects of 
basic research in geophysics. 

According to an official source, 
the United States Geological 
Survey has sought for years, 
without success, to obtain funds 
for drilling holes that would en- 
large knowledge of this coun- 
try’s geology. The Soviet Union 
drills 200 such holes a year. The 
sites are chosen by scientists 
without regard to their economic 
importance.

‘A Habit to Break 


TODAY AND TOMORROW I will try to answer some 


questions that come to me rather frequently about pain-killers, 
sedatives, ‘“‘nerve medicines,” and so on. 


“A M.H.” asks me about a very popular and easily- 


obtained headache remedy. I am not talking about aspirin 
or any of the many Variations of it. 


“A.M.H.” asks if there are any “merits or dangers in 


the constant daily use of this remedy, say four or five times 
a day, for headaches.” 


That particular remedy is a combination pain- 
dulling drug and an old-fashioned sedative. I don’t 
say that old-fashioned treatments may not be effective. 
They often are. But this one is known to accumulate 
in the system, instead of being thrown off, and it can 
do damage to the blood stream. It also is a drug 
which, while it may not cause addiction, is habit-form- 
ing. And anyone who takes it four or five times a day, 
all the time, has certainly become habituated to it. 


Now there are few things that are all good or all bad. 
A remedy that is helpful, if used on rare occasions, can be- 
come harmful when used all the time. And at what point 
does good change to bad? Let’s put it this way: I can’t 
say at precisely what point the excessive use of some pro- 
prietary remedy becomes harmful. But when it has become 
a habit, it’s time to do some drastic habit-breaking. 

Using a headache remedy four or five times a day just 
doesn’t make sense. If the headache is real, and relief is 
required that often, then it is high time to find out the cause 
of such innumerable headaches, and do something to correct 
the situation. 

The great majority of headaches are due to faulty living: 
tension; letting your temper run away with you; getting 
*‘mad” at things; improper eating; lack of rest. 


Trying to beat the simple, fundamental rules of 
health by the constant use of drugs is like swimming 
up-stream. Unless you have a goal, unless you finally 
swim to where you want to go, and get onto solid 
ground, you are only exhausting your resources and 
eventually will be swept to destruction when the cur- 
rent overcomes you. 


I haven’t named the remedy that A.M.H. is using. It 
might be any of quite a large number, some common, some 
not so common. But if you become habitually dependent on 
any—by prescription or otherwise—be wary. The human body 
was not designed to depend on any drug, and taking one 
four or five times a day means you have become dependent 
on. it.

Struggling and cursing a blue 
streak, the Governor was hauled 
out and taken to another car and 
the drive to Mandeville started. 

When they got him to the 
Mandeville Hospital shortly be- 
fore 9 o’clock that night, he was, 
in the restrained vocabulary of 
the superintendent, “hopping 
mad.” The superintendent, Dr. 
Charles Belcher, said Long ap- 
peared to be in good physical 
health but in a disturbed mental 
condition. 

Reporters and photographers 
were not allowed within three 
miles of the hospital, but Dr. 
Belcher went to Mandeville and 
met a large group of them. The 
conference was @ strange one, 
under a street light and those 
of a little filling station, with 
everyone batting at mosquitoes.

The money quizzes vanished from the air at the first 
official whisper of scandal and now there are people at 
both NBC and CBS who hope the body gets buried very, 
very deep.

Lawyers for the opposition have argued that th? pre- 
sentment does not reveal any violation of law and therefore 
doesn’t belong in the courts. But where does it belong? 
The Federal Communications Commission sticks to technical 
matters. The air waves presumably belong to the people 
but outright fraud can be—and has been—practiced on them 
and there doesn’t seem to be any recourse. 

When the money quizzes were at their most popular, 
several national magazines had top reporters trying to 
crack the story wide open. But lacking the time or the 
facilities of the grand jury which took nine months on 
this investigation, no one ever printed anything resembling 
a real expose. 


The only real damage was suffered by shows 
opposite the quiz shows. But some very real damage 
is done to the moral fiber of all of us when false- 
hood is permitted to operate under the guise of truth. 
For instance, wrestling matches on TV, or off TV 
for that matter, are all phony as $3 bills but few 
of the spectators are fooled by them. However, 
rigged wrestling matches have some interest to the 
spectator whereas rigged quiz shows don’t. 


In his brief, urging that the grand jury presentment 
be made public, District Attorney Hogan cited as “more 
eloquently persuasive than any argument” the reaction of 
a successful contestant. This fellow is all for exposure of 
the jury’s findings despite the fact that a money quiz 
brought him “renown and fortune” through a hoax.

PROTECTS YOUR RECORDS: Dust, dirt and static are 
three major enemies of hi-fi record performance. Now a new 
cleaning device—a sponge in & plastic case—combats all 
three. The two halves of the case come apart, then screw 
together with a record in between, covering the label. Both 
halves are watertight. You wash the record on both sides 
under running water, then use the sponge to damp-dry. A 
light film of moisture remains to help reduce future static 
build-up and may even improve tonal quality. The sponge, 
placed back in the case, remains moist—so you can wipe 
records clean just before playing them. 


STOP THAT DRIP: If you’re having trouble with con- 
densation drip from cold water pipes, new covers should 
help stop it, stem corrosion, halt bacteria growth around 
moist pipes, and prevent rotting of nearby walls and floors. 
You simply place a cover around a pipe and zip it closed. 
Available in sizes to fit all pipes—and in standard decorator 
colors—the covers can also be ordered to the right length. 
They’re said to last indefinitely. . 


KILL PAINT: A powder you can add to any type of paint 
or coating is said to kill insects for the life of the paint. 
If you're not ready for a complete paint fob, you can use it 
with a clear finish under kitchen sinks, on door and window 
sills, screens, baseboards, closets, behind counters and on 
boats as well. The powder reportedly kills, on contact, ants, 
roaches, flies, mosquitoes, fleas, wasps, centipedes, flying 
moths, gnats, bedbugs, spiders and other flying, crawling 
and sucking insects.

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In Washington, Harry J. 
slinger, Commissioner of the Bu- 
reau. of Narcotics, decided on a 
drastic move; a supplementary 
police force of his own, right in 


also an unusually capable diplo- 
mat. He picked agent Charles 
Siragusa of the New York office 
of the bureau. Siragusa is a 
friendly, outgoing, enormously 
restless and energetic man. of 
Sicilian extraction “‘Charlie,”” as 
he is now known to police chiefs 
around the world, went to Rome. 
Late in 1950 Agent Siragusa 
got word through his extending 
network that one Matteo Car- 
pinetti in Trieste was selling 
heroin in bulk to couriers from 
the United States. The business 
of arranging a contact with such 
a source is always difficult. But 
Siragusa managed it. He went 
to Trieste and, one of the 
smoothest undercover operators 
in the bureau, it did not take 
him long to convince Carpinetti 
that he was talking to a big 
man from New York with a 
powerful gang behind him. 


Siragusa, like many nar- 
cotics agents, is a gifted actor, 
but completely unlike the 
Hollywood conception of an 
undercover crimebuster. Un- 
derworld business is much 
more commonplace and direct 
than usually depicted. Siragusa 
knew it exactly and a deal 
was made, Five small bags 
of heroin and $15,000 in cash 
hands in his hotel 
excitement, 
until Italian police emerged 
from closet and corridor. 


The arrest was routine enough, 
but an astonishing discovery 
went with it. The neatly pack- 
aged bags of narcotics were 
stamped with the name of one 
of Italy’s largest pharmaceutical 
manufacturers — Schiaparelli. of 
Turin, Siragusa’s investigation 
during the next months turned 
up leads to a conspiracy of a 
size that startled even Commis- 
sioner Anslinger. It became clear 
that the mafiosi in the United 
States were receiving much of 
their heroin from the supplies 
of reputable Italian pharmaceu- 
tical distributors, The Italian 
Commissariat for Hygiene, and 
Public Health, under the law, 
was required to limit the manv- 
facture and distribution of the 


drug to medicinal needs by a’ 


strict system of licensing, but 
made little effort to enforce its 
rules. The Italo-American gang- 
sters could buy all they wanted 
and no one cared. 


To prove this was another mat- 
ter. The big Italian chemical in- 
dustry has formidable political 
connections in Rome, and Sira- 
gusa had to walk carefully. And 
then the East 107th Street gang 
—the biggest in New York—un- 
wittingly came to his aid. One 
of its principal members, Fran- 
cesco Callace, came to Italy on 
one of his periodic buying trips. 
From the moment he arrived in 
Sicily to visit his family near 
Palermo he was being watched 
by Siragusa and his men. From 
Palermo Callace went to Milan 
to meet Joe Pici, now Don Salva- 
tore Lucania’s top henchman. 
The don already contrelled a 
large part of the entire Italian 
traffic and his permission for a 
deal was necessary. Permission 
was granted from Naples and 
Pici produced three kilograms’ of 
heroin which Callace stowed into 
the false bottom of a suitcase. 
Callace was arrested a few days 
later en route to the United 
States with the suitcase. 

Luciano’s chain’ of command 
had been . A pharmaceu- 
tical dealer in Milan turned out 
to be Pici’s supplier. 

Next to Don Salvatore in im- 
portance in the Italian wunder- 


world—and a growing rival— 
was a brother mafiosd, Francis- 
co ‘ 
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HARRY J. ANSLINGER, Commissioner of the federal Narcotics Bureau, shown 
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FRANCISCO COPPOLA, former St. Louis hood- 


lum who ranks high in Italy's underworld. 


and brash. The brotherhood’s 
arrangements between Italy and 
the United States, Siragusa and 
his friends calculated, could be 
more easily torpedoed through 
Coppola. Accordingly, for many 
weary months, agents of the 
Guardia di Finanza trailed vari- 
ous of Coppola’s men until they 
had traced his long, devious and 
well protected trade route from 


a drug supply house in Milan 


to a depot near Rome and thence 
to his citadel and place of busi- 
ness in the hills behind Palermo, 


the Mafia’s’ birthplace and his- ° 


toric stronghold. 


~ Eventually Siragusa received 
word from Commissioner An- 
slinger’s Detroit and New York 
offices of the impending arrival 
of a big buyer from a Detroit 
gang that did business with 
Coppola. When he arrived in 
Sicily, Siragusa was ready. The 
tedious negotiations between the 
buyer and Coppola were watched. 
When one of Copp@la’s men was 
dispatched to the Rothe depot to 
fetch six ‘kilograms. of. heroin, 
unobtrusive Guardia agents were 
with him all the way to see that 
he and his steel trunk with 
secret compartments came safe- 
ly back to Palermo, and into 
the hands of the police. All of 
the gang except Coppola were 
arrested. (The gang chief him- 
self managed to escape but was 
caught in hiding later when Don 
Salvatore, who hated his rival so 
bitterly that he broke the sacro- 
sanct eode for once, permitted 
‘information to trickle to Sira- 
gusa.) Records found in the 
gang’s possession incriminated 
23 more prominent underworld 
figures including four big De- 
troit racketeers and a respected 
pharmaceutical dealer in Milan. 


Siragusa and the Guardia were 
now ready to attack the basic 
suppliers themselves. They had 
pieced tugether evidence prov- 
ing that Carlo Migliardi, an 
executive of the Schiaparelli 
Company, had diverted no less 
than 350 kilograms (worth more 
than $2,000,000 on the under- 
world wholesale market in New 
York) to a group of legitimate 
and supposedly reputable dis- 
tributors who in turn sold it .to 
the Italo-American mafiosi. Mig- 
liardi was arrested in 1952 and 
subsequently sentenced to Ill 
years in: prison. 

Anslinger was not so ‘inter- 
ested in Migliardi as he was in 
putting a stop to the lax con- 
ditions that permitted the illicit 
traffic in narcotics. In New 
York, he went before the United 
Nations and suggested that the 
Italian government might repay 
some of our postwar generosity 
by putting an end to this kind 
of thing. This took effect. All 
manufacture of heroin in Italy 


informants that large quanti- 
ties of opium and mo 

base being converted into her- 
oin in Italy and shipped to the 
United States were 
from Beirut. 
Istanbul may seem very re- 
mote from New York’s 107th 
Street and the Loop in Chi- 
cago, from Big John Ormento, 
Don Salvatore Lucania. Actual- 
ly, they are quite close as far 
as Mafia is con- 
cerned. 


Siragusa dispatched two young 
American narcotics agents from 
his Rome office. One was to 
play the part of a shady Ameri- 
can business man—a Mr. John- 
son, according to his papers— 
looking for new ventures. His 
job was to penetrate the upper 
crust of the Lebanese gangsters. 
The other agent was to be a 
seaman, interested in smuggling 
possibilities, to work among the 
lower strata. 

Within a few hours after they 
began their first discreet in- 
quiries, Siragusa’s men knew 
they were under the surveillance 
of an elaborate and ubiquitous 
anti-police security system of 
taxi drivers, cafe waiters and 


‘hotel: employes and up against 


the most suspicious and circum- 
spect crooks in their experience. 
Fortunately, they had as their 
guide and mentor a most unusual 
man—a so-called special employe 
of the bureau, himself a former 
narcotics smuggler in the Near 
East who knew every trick of 
the trade and most of the people 
in it. Through the special em- 


ploye, the agents gradually met | 


an extraordinary assortment of 
villains. 

It took two months of countless 
cafe conferences and endless 
cross-examinations before these 
cautious brethren were willing to 
accept the Americans as reliable 
and sell them small samples of 
narcotics. But their ‘dollars 
looked good, they paid promptly 
and well, no trouble resulted, one 
underworld ‘door after another 
opened to them and they began 
to get a clear picture of the huge 
traffic. 

The head man in Beirut was a 
shrewd, elderly veteran smuggler 
and cutthroat named Abou Sayia, 
His organization extended over 
four countries—Lebanon, Turkey, 
Syria and Greece. His principal 
associate was another veteran, 
Ahmet Azsayer — a Turk with 
headquarters at Adana who 
bought crude oplum from the 
Turkish poppy growers, convert- 
ed it to morphine base and smug- 


gled the latter to Abou Sayia’s.

charge of his part of the plan 
which Siragusa had worked out. 
The chief of the Greek National 
Police, Gerasimos Liaromatis, 
even insisted on joining Siragusa 
as an undercover agent. 


The joint undercover operation 
took four months. Siragusa de- 
ployed his forces with care. He 
and his distinguished Greek as- 
sistant—in the guises of a crooked 
American army officer and a 
Greek heroin. manufacturer re- 
spectively — went to Adana in 
Turkey and with the help of 
Turkish police operatives met 
Ahmet Azsayer and became his 
good friends. In Aleppo, one of 
the narcotics agents who had 
worked in Beirut—the ‘‘sailor’’— 
became a.member of the staff 
of Haji Mehmet Deniz, who man- 
aged Abou Sayia’s Syrian or- 
ganization. In Beirut itself, busi- 
ness man “Mr. Johnson” was 
joined by another narcotics 
agent—“Lt. Marcus,” ostensibly 
an American army pilot. 


The trapping ot Abou Sayia 
and the closing of an important 
channel through the Mediterra- 
nean to New York is one of the 
Bureau’s classic stories “Mr. 
Johnson” had come to know the 
old smuggler quite well and now 
revealed an ambitious plan to 
him. Several pilots in the United 
States Army Air Transport Serv- 
ice, he said, would be willing to 
carry narcotics in their planes 
to Europe.

out all the details with profes- 
sional skill. Abou Sayia was im- 
pressed. ‘“‘Mr. Johnsen’’ produced 
his good old friend, “Lt. Mar- 
cus,” whom the Arab liked im- 
mediately for some reason, and 
a deal was made. 

In Turkey, Siragusa also was 
ready. Ahmet Azsayer was pre- 
pared to sell his new friend and 
customer—the Greek chief of po- 
lice, alias heroin manufacturer— 
500 pounds of the finest opium. 

Siragusa’s operation entered 
its final and most difficult 
phase. Azsayer in Adana and 
Abou Sayia in Beirut had to 
be made to deliver their nar- 
cotics, accept payment and be 
arrested within the same hour 
if both they and their men 
were to be caught. If news of 
the arrest of one reached the 
other before. he himself was 
apprehended, at least half of 
the organization would van- 
ish 


As it happened, all went well. 
Siragusa and “Lt. Marcus,” 
communicating through a tight- 
ly guarded police circuit were 
able to set the day and hour.

Beirut, “Lt. Marcus” led the 
Lebanese detectives to Abou 
Sayia’s cache. In Turkey Ahmet 
Azsayer walked into Siragusa’s 
own trap on schedule. To an air 
strip near Adana he and his men 
had obligingly trucked a huge 
load of 250 kilograms of fine 
opium for delivery to the fake 
American army officer and his 
Greek friend who were to fly 
it to the West. They were met by 
Turkish police. In Aleppo the 
Syrian police simultaneously 
raided the warehouse of Haji 
Mehmet Deniz—with complete 
success. 

A dozen top Near Eastern 
traffickers were behind bars and 
that area had been dealt a crip- 
pling blow, for the time being. 
Commissioner Anslinger and 
Siragusa knew that the victory 
was only temporary. This is and 
must be the thinking of the Bu- 
reau. But with every such vic- 
tory, the international mafiosi’s 
allies and the mafiosi themselves

How to Drive a Nail

IT SEEMS TO ME that every- 
one should learn to drive nails, 
sooner or later. Babies and tod- 
diers should wait a bit. I have 
heard of little ones hammering 
much too early, and pounding 
nails in the wrong places. 

Perhaps the age of 8 or 9 is 
about right. Girls, as well as 
boys, ou to learn, because 
they are likely to heed to pound 
a nail now and then in later life. 

Sofne men have trouble with 
hammers, They miss the nail 
and hit a finger. When that hap- 
pens, a man is likely to make a 
noise, sharp or loud, or both. 


During my life I have built 
bookcases and tables, and 
I must admit that the hammer 
has hit the index finger of my 
left hand once or twice. It is 
a strange sensation, with 
nothing pleasant to mention, 


To drive a nail properly, @ 
righthanded “catpenter” 
should hold the nail between 
the thumb and forefinger of his 
left hand. After making sure 
of the location, he should tap 
the nail lightly a few times, to 
get it started. Then (after tak- 
ing the left hand out of danger) 
he may start swinging. 


The s say that we should 
“strike nail squarely on the 
head.” t is good advice, and 


I hope you always will follow it. 
If you miss, you may dent the 
wood, Tapping at the start could 
help to save your forefinger 
and thumb from damage.
